In connection with Ger- 
many’s claim to econo- 
mic strength and allega- 
tions of the weakness of 
Britain, the following 


points may be useful :— 

Britain is the second richest coun- 
“try in the world, second only to. the 
United States. - 

The average income per head of the 
British people: is £112 whereas the 
average income per head of the peo- 
ple of Greater Germany is only 
£64%, 

The British people therefore 
afford to spend nearly twice as much 
on the war as the Germans, 

For every gun which Germany 
can afford to make, Britain,can 
make two; for every aeroplane 
_which Germany‘can produce, Sri- 
taln can afford to make two. 


TWICE AS MUCH POWER 
When British war effort is fully 
mobilised she can exert nearly twice 
as much power as the German. 
Britain is incomparably — stronger 
financially than Germany and has a 
gold reserve of over £500,000,000 
‘whereas Germany has hardly any 
gold reserves at all. Britain has 
foreign investments totalling £3,500,- 
000,000, whereas Germany has none. 
Without exporting anything at 
all, Britaln could. pay for imports 
of food and raw materfal for at 
least 18 months, whereas Germany 
has only enough foreign exchange 
to pay for imports for two months. 


TAXATION FIGURES 

As ‘far as taxation {s concerned, 
Britain compares favourably, The 
German married man has to pay 
income-tax as soon as_his_ income 
reaches £65 a year—the British marri- 
ed tax-payer does not begin to pay 
until his income is £225. 

In Britain there are ample supplies 
of food and it has not yet been neces- 
sary to introduce rationing. 4, 

In Germany rations are already ‘in 
Jorce and the ration is pitifully small. 

The Britlsh Empire ‘produces 
three times as much wheat and 
twice as much sugar as Germany 
and Britaln has half as many peo- 
ple to feed as Greater Germany. 

The British Empire produces twice 
as much iron-ore as Germany, four 
times as.much oil and petrol, seven 
times ag much copper, and _ nearly 
three times as much lead.—Reuter.

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TO-DAY’S STRANGE STORY OF REAL PEOPLE 


TRAGEDY. 
OF MARY 
SURRATT | 


BY VINCENT TOWNE 
During the turmoil following .the 
assassination of President Lincoln vast 
rewards offered by the authorities re- 
sulted in accusations against many 
innocent persons. 


Into the maelstrom of that bloody: 


beridd was drawn a woman whose 


* name has since been entered by many ° 


upon the nation’s blacklist of fiends 
and by many others upon its honour 
roll of martyrs. To which category 
did she belong. 
- This famous woman, Mary E. Sur- 
ratt, had before the war been left a 
widow with a comfortable home in 
Washington, also a_ large plantation, 
with many ‘slaves, at Upper Marl- 
borough, Md. During the war Union 
troops camping upon her plantation 
left it a barren waste, and her many 
slaves escaped to the North. As a 
‘result, “Mrs, Surratt had to move into 
her Washington house and support 
herself by. taking boarders, one of 
- whom was a young War Department 
‘ elerk, named Weichman. ‘ 
The widow Surratt's pretty daughter 
received the attention of John Wilkes 
Booth. Her elder son, John, who had 
been a Confederate blockade runner, 
was also a friend of the brilliant actor. 
Just before Lincoln's assassination 
Mrs. Surratt was greatly troubled 
about money matters, to arrange which 
she made an appointment to meet a 
man at Upper Marlborough Court- 
house on the morning of Good Friday, 
during the evening of which day the 
President ‘was. shot. She sent Weich- 
man to borrow Booths’ horse ‘and the 
actor, after explaining that he had 
just sold his team, gave the clerk $10 
with which to hire one for Mrs. Sur- 
ratt, 


As Weichman was about to drive the 
widow from her house Booth appear- 
ed with a bundle, which he asked her 
to deliver to a tavern-keeper at Sur- 
rattsville, Md., through which she in- 
tended to pass. ' Stopping in front of 
the tavern, Mrs. Surratt called the 
keeper and without alighting handed 
him the bundle, which proved to con- 
' tain pistols and a field glass. 

'_ After returning to Washington.Mrs. 
Surratt was arrested in her house, 
which was put under military guard. 
She rebuked her servants: for weepnig, 
and would have gone to jail like a 
soldier had not sensational circums- 
tances occurred at the moment. 


Answering a knock at her door, her 


guests admitted a desperate-looking 
individual bearing a pick and shovel, 
and who, when asked his business, 
Stated that he had been ordered the 
day before to dig a ditch on the pre- 
mises. Protesting that she had never 
seen the man before and had no ditch 
to dig, Mrs. Surratt exclaimed to her 
servants: 

“How fortunate, girl, that these 
officers are here. This man might have

murdered us alll” ‘ - 
- The intruder was Lewis Payne, and 
he had upon his hands the blood of 
Secretary Seward, whom he had tried 
to murder that very night. 

Such was the Government’s case 
against Mrs. Surratt. With the other 
conspirators she was subjected to a 
trial that lasted more than two months. 

Although it was held that her house 
had been a secret rendezous ‘for the 
conspirators, no testimony: to show 
that she had known their business 
there or that she participated in any 
of their meetings was ever presented. 
According to Mrs. Surratt's defence, 
she’ was an innocent bearer of the.

Weichman, the 
Government clerk who gave most of 
the testimony damaging to her, is al- 
leged to have afterward broken down 
and confessed that he had sworn 
against her falsely that he might coun- 
teract the suspicious circumstances of 
his being an inmate of her house. Her 
counsel, endeavoured to put on the wit- 
ness stand the man claiming to have 
received this confession, but the mili- 
tary court refused to admit the evi- 
dence. 


When the famous. ‘trial came to a 
close some of the judges propossed to 


‘acquit Mrs. Surratt, but the judge ad- 


vocate suggested that she be adjudged 
guilty with a recommendation of 
mercy to President Andrew Johnson. 
‘The recommendation for mercy was 
signed by a majority of the tribunal, 
but after the verdict President Johnson 
shut himself up in the White House 
and refused to see Mrs. Surratt’s coun- 
sel. On bended knee her weeping 
daughter begged the judge advocate.

we can do towards that end.

It is in accordance with that prin- 
ciple that the. financial proposals that 
will be placed before you at this ses~ 
sion have been framed and I take this 
early opportunity of saying that they 
are not to be looked upon as the maxi- 
mum demand that may be made on 
the local taxpayer before victory 
crowns our arms: They are, however, 
all*that we can wisely do al the mo- 
ment. i 

With this object in view it is 

Government's Intention to replace 

the budget which is formally be- 

fore you to-day by two separate 
budgets: the former wil! provide 
for the normal expenditure of 

Government departments, the lat- - 

ter ig designed to fulfil our obliga-

It may surprise you that what 1 
will describe as the ordinary budget 
does not shew greater reductions in 
expenditure. The estimates, of course, 
were fairly well advanced when war 
broke out and early in September we 
were in the act.of considering the ex~- 
tent to which they should be cut down 
when J received from the Secretary 
of State some very valuable guid- 
ance. In effect Mr. MacDonald's 
counsel] was that, subject to two pro- 
vigos of which I will make mention 
Jater, there should be as little distur- 
bance as possible with the Colony’s 
curent activities and developmental 
schemes, so Tony as revenue to finance

them would be forthcoming. In parti- 
cular the desire was expressed — that 
existing social services and approved 
plans for thelr extension should con- 
tinue as far as was possible; further- 
more any marked retrenchment in the 
Civil Service was deprecated unless 
and until we were advised by him to 
act.

The estimated financial outcome of 
what I have called the ordinary .bud- 
get is a small surplus. That expecta- 
tlon is. due partly to the additional 
revenue from the sources just men- 
tioned and partly to the’ transfer of 
certain appropriate expenses to the 
defence budget. 
the fifteen month period which the 
estimates cover it appears that a de- 
ficit is probable it should not be diffi- 
cult to curtail -expenditure, and es- 
pecially’ capital expenditure, suffi- 
ciently to avoid that result.

The standard rate of income tax — 
ten per cent. will be charged on 
all company profits, paymonts of 
interest etc. and ,on all income in .

of his: income after deducting his 
allowances and. after paying at

The allowances Government has 
provisionally in mind are ¢ rned 
Income allowance, .one-tent of 
income up to $15,000, personal 
atlowance, $1,800 fora single man, 
plus $1,350 for a wife, $1,000 for 
the first child, and $600 for cach 
subsequent child.
